D e a r s i r :— 
In the article published in your 
pap* r October 3rd, you comment 
upon the election of city officers, and 
say in part: 
“ In the selection of 
officers to govern the city and regu­ 
la te its affairs, caution should be ex­ 
ercised that the best men are placed 
in control/’ Id this I agree with you 
and believe its the desire of all hon­ 
orable and honest citizens to select 
the best men for the various offices. 
You further say: 
“ Especially so 
is this in regard to the mayoralty 
and T iik D i s p a t c h believes that the 
people of this city can do no better | 
than to re-elect ihe present execu­ 
tiv e /’ 
In this I do not agree with 
you, as the past two years has prov­ 
ed to me, and a great many others, 
that the present mayor is not a suit­ 
able man for such an office, be he 
ever so competent. 
He haw failed or 
■eglected to do his plain duty in not 
enforcing the laws pertaining to the 
liquor traffic, and as I consider such 
failure below the dignity of a man, I 
shall certainly not consider him for 
re-election, though he was renominat­ 
ed by the Republican City Conven­ 
tion . 
In the “Mayor’s Message’’ to the 
council, dated November 20tb, 1900, 
he says in part, “ We are mutually in­ 
terested in the good government of 
our city. 
The law is supreme and 
must be respected”. 
The state law 
governing the sale and use of intoxi­ 
cating liquors, 
reads collectively, 
that “all places where the sale of in­ 
toxicating liquors are sold, shall be 
closed during all hours of every 
Sabbath day” . 
It further says that, 
“their place of business shall be clos­ 
ed at eleven o ’clock at night, and 
keep the same 
closed until five 
o’clock in the morning ”, 
lf the law 
is supreme, and must be respected, 
why has “ His Honor the mayor” 
not complied with it? 
He further says in his message: 
“Gambling in any form is not to be 
permitted under any circumstances. 
Slot machines and other devices of 
the kind, will not be tolerated’’. 
So 
far as professional gambling is con­ 
cerned, I am not prepared to say, 
but as to slot machines for“garaes at 
chance” and otherwise, I will say, 
and can prove too, that not less than 
eight or nine was found in one saloon 
alone. 
Those machines, some peo­ 
ple propose to call “Trade Machines,” 
though, as a matter of fact, they are 
“slot machines 
of various descrip­ 
tions. and 
two in particular, were 
found to tx; machines for “games of 
chance,” and were operated by means 
of dropping a nickel or its equivalent 
into the various slots, etc. 
On a 
similar machine, though not in this 
city, my brother recently lost $35.00. 
In tile face of all these facts before 
us, tho mayor, on his election cards 
and otherwise, still sees tit to point 
with pride to “ Nickle-in-the-slot ma­ 
chines prohibited”. 
My follow citi­ 
zens, what will become of our boys, 
if such a state of affairs shall be 
tolerated much longer? 
I have one 
brother, who is a complete victim of 
the dreadful liquor habit, 
besides 
another, who is somewhat afflicted, 
which lins caused my parents and 
the rest of our family untold grief 
and sorrow.

The following is the Duluth 
News-Tribune article: 
“ Rev. Dr. Robert Forbes, presiding 
elder of the Methodist Episcopal 
church for the Duluth diocese, 
re­ 
turned last night from his recent 
western trip. 
Bishop Andrews has 
refused to accept his resignation,and 
Dr. Forbes will continue to 
act aa 
presiding elder. 
He says he is feel­ 
ing greatly improved in health and 
will resume his work at once, be­ 
ginning next Sunday by preaching 
at some one of the churches in his 
district. 
“ Dr. Forbes looked worn, haggard, 
slightly stooped, like one who has 
just recovered from illness or Is on 
the verge of a general breakdown. 
He was taken immediately upon his 
arrival to the home of Rev. 
S. 
P. 
Long, of the First M . 
M. church, 
where he spout the night. The train 
upon which he returned pulled in ut 
the Union depot and it was not 
deemed advisable to make the long 
journey to West Duluth by carriage 
when he was in such feeble health. 
Tie was seen at Dr. Long’s soon after 
his arrival, by a News Tribune re­ 
presentative. 
“ My sudden departure was clue to 
a break-down in health, 
which

thought might be recuperated by 
treatment at some hot springs in 
Montana,” said Dr.
